At about 1 p.m. on the 24th August 1973 Shri Menothu- 
parambil Kunjunny Divakaran, 10th Class student of the 
High School. Anthikad, saw two little boys of the Lower 
Pommy and Upper Primary School, Anthikad, struggling for 
thou Ives having come into contract with a live electric wire 
which had fallen on them. He rushed to their rescue and with 
the help of a stick separated the live wire from them. In 
the process the live wire unfortunately fell on him and he 
died of electrocution. 

Shri Menothuparambil Kunjunny Divakaran displayed cons- 
picuous courage and saved the lives of the two boys at the 
cost of his own life. 

2. Shri Mohan Sahu, ( Posthumous ) 

Ganpara, Durg, 

Madhya Pradesh. 

On 22nd August 1973 at about 20.25 hours fifteen boys in 
Durg Town went to immerse the idol of Lord Krishna in 
‘Baudha Talab’ in Ganjpara Mohalla in a small boat manned 
by Dwarika Yadav and Pyare. Suddenly the boat capsized 
about 25 feet away from the bank. On hearing the commo- 
tion, some persons including Shri Mohan Sahu rushed to the 
tank. Shri Mohan Sahu, unmindful -of his personal safety, 
jumped into the tank and rescued all the drowning boys. 
As three of them were in bad condition , Shri Sahu rushed 
them to the hospital. Shri Sahu himself was completely 
exhausted while rescuing the boys. After a while he collapsed! 
and died. 

In rescuing the drowning children Shri Mohan Sahu dis- 
played conspicuous courage and fortitude under grave cir- 
cumstances and laid down his own life. 

No. 25-Pres/75- — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of UTFAM JEEVAN RAKSHA PADAK to the under- 
mentioned persons : —

As a result of devastating floods in the rivers Tawa and 
Narmada from 29th to 31st August 1973, the entire village 
Malakhedi with a population of 1800 was cut off and the 
people were marooned at different places. They were hanging 
on to the roofs and tree tops. Most of the boats were either 
marooned or washed away and people were loosing hopes of 
survival In such circumstances, Kumari Saraswati Bai, 15 
year old fisher girl persuaded her ailing father to accompany 
her in a mission to rescue the flood victims. Her father’s 
country boat was tied elsewhere beyond her immediate reach. 
She swam across to get hold of the boat, rowed it by herself, 
then went to each roof and rescued the marooned persons* 
She commenced the rescue work at 8 A.M. on 31st August 
1973 and continued it till the evening without a break. As a 
result of her heroic efforts, 96 persons were saved. To rescue 
Shri Laxmmarayan and Its son Beni Prasad she rowed nearly 
one kilometer against fast current. 

Unmindful of the danger to her own life Kumari Saraswati 
Bai displayed exemplary courage and promptitude in rescuing 
the marooned villagers. 

2. Shri Bindeshwar Prasad Srivastava, ( Posthumous )

P. S. Dal Singh Sarai, 

Distt. Darbhanga, 

Bihar. 

On 18th March 1973 at about 8 P.M. a gas explosion took 
i. n a seam at Noonudih Jeetpur Colliery. At that time 
Shn Bindeshwar Prasad Srivastava was in the High Tension 


Pump House situated at the dip of the downcast shaft. While 
most of the workers, trapped inside, ran away to save their 
lives, Shri Srivastava stayed back to help two of his co- 
workers, Sarvashri Niranjan Singh and Ram Dani to leave 
the mine safely. Both of them , survived the disaster. The 
noxious gases had by then spread to the pump room and in 
the process Shri Srivastava was badly affected by it. Although 
he was rescued alive, he could not stand the heavy dose of 
carbon monoxide inhaled by him and died at the Central 
Hospital, Dhanbad, after 15 days. 

Shri Bindeshwar Prasad Srivastava displayed extreme courage 
and promptitude sacrificing his ownriife in the process of sav- 
ing two precious lives of his co-workers. 

3. Shri Krishna Singh, (Posthumous) 

Vill. Peepra, 

P.O. Sahajadpur, 

P.S. Baniapur, 

Distt. Chapra, 

Bihar. 

On 18th March 1973 at about 8 P.M. a methane gas ex- 
plosion took place in a seam at Noonudih Jeetpur Colliery. 
Shri Krishna Singh was then supervising operations in MI/TT 
panel west of the shafts. He along with four of the workers 
who were not hurt in the explosion had started walking out 
towards the shaft. When Shri Singh noticed that some more 
workers were present in that area, after guiding the four 
workers out, he went back to help the remaining workers. 
He was overcome by poisonous gases which had spread by 
that lime as a result of which he lost his life. His dead body 
was later recovered. Of the four workers whom Shri Krishna 
Singh had helped to come out, only one survived. 

Shri Krishna Singh displayed courage and sacrificed his 
life in the process of saving the lives of his co-workers. 

4. Shri Ranganath Raghu Mali, 

Nanegaon Taluka Paithan, 

D'stt. Aurangabad, 

Maharashtra. 

On 12th March 1973 at about 12 noon blasting work in the 
community well at Nanegaon, District Aurangabad, was in 
progress. One of the labourers, Shri Rajput Rama entered 
the well to verify the effects of the blast and became uncons- 
cious due to suffocation inside the well. He was followed by 
Shri Prabhu Laxman and Shri Rohidas Rama and Shri Rahimat 
Rama who entered the well to rescue their colleagues. All 
the four labourers became unconscious and were rendered in- 
capable erf helping each other. On seeing this, Shri Ranganath, 
Raghu Mali entered the well with some water to help his col- 
leagues. He served water to the trapped labourers and ins- 
tructed his co-workers outside to pull him out. He also be- 
came unconscious on his way up. However, immediately after 
reviving, he entered the well again to rescue his trapped 4^>1- 
leagues. With his assistance all the four trapped labourers 
were pulled out of the well. While two of them Raiput Rama 
and Prabhu Laxman died, the other two Rohidas Rama and 
Rahimat Rama survived after medical aid. h 

Shri Ranganath Raghu Mali displayed exemplary courage 
and promptitude in rescuing his colleagues trapped inside the 
well unmindful of the great danger to his own life.

After swim- 
ming some distance they suddenly lost their nerve due to the 
roughness of the sea. Shri Mahabal Mahadev Bhat Mule 
who was on the seashore saw them drowning and shouted for 
help. Shri Poornanand Laxuman Naik who was coming to- 
wards the sea noticed the incident and without caring for the 
risk to his own life immediately plunged into the ’sea and 
brought both the persons to sea-shore one by one. They were 
immediately taken to Gokaran Hospital and given first-aid 
treatment as a result of which both of them survived. 
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Shri Poornauand Laxunian Naik acted with courage and 
promptitude and saved two lives at grave risk to himself*

The flood waters had surrounded village Moula in Tahiil 
Harsud, District East Nimar (Khandwa) thereby endangering 
the lives of the villagers and their livestock, Sarvashri Gabboo 
and Babu, two boat-men took out a small boat (Dongi) to 
reach the marooned people with a view to remove them 
from the flooded area to safety. They fought relentlessly 
lie fury of the floods for the whole day and by sunset they 
were able to save the lives of 35 villagers and 50 animals. 
While they were rescuing tho last batch of seven villagers, 
they were completely exhausted. Due to poor visibility the 
dongi dashed against a tree and turned turtle resulting in tho 
death of both Shri Gabboo and Babu along with the five 
villagers. 

Sarvashri Gabboo and Babu jointly perforated this great 
deed of heroism with courage and promptitude and lost their 
live* in the roecue operations.

On the morning of 30th December 1973, a tiger appeared 
at Neemuch aerodrome and killed one Shri Ram Singh of 
village Dhamina and thereafter attacked a family of five per- 
sons of the same village as well as a Patwari and grievously 
wounded them. It was the weekly market day in Neemucb 
and hence It was necessary to kill the tiger to save the people 
visiting tho town. Dr. Salimuddin voluntarily accompanied 
tho hunting party consisting of S.D.O. (Police) Neemuch and 
some officers of the CRP to village Dhamnia to hunt out the 
tiger. Tho party divided itself into three groups and from 
three sidea searched the tiger hiding itself in the nullah. Dr. 
Salimuddin saw the tiger first and fired at it from a distance 
of about 30 feet. As the tiger came out of the hushes after 
crossing the nullah, it attacked Dr. Salimuddin and badly 
maulded his ribes lungs and stomach. Without Josing his 
presence of mind, Dr. Salimuddin fired another shot at which 
the wounded tiger again charged at him. He fired again and 
thereafter SDO (Police), fired at the tiger which then fell dead 
on tho ground. Seriously wounded Dr. Salimuddin was rushed 
to Neemuch and Mandsaur hospitals but he succumbed to hi# 
injuries on 6th January 1974. 

Dr. Salimuddin displayed courage and promptitude in thto 
operation to kill a man-eating tiger and lost tus own life,

Karunakaran Achari and K, Karunakaran Nair rushed to the 
ypot and wiihout caring for their lives pulled out all the 19 
persona from the burning shop. Four of the victims died on 
the spot and three other died later in the hospital as a result 
of tho severe burns sustained by them. The rest survived. 
The rescues were seriously injured and. had to be hospitalised, 

S /Shri Kanki Kuttappan and Thankappan remained in hospital 
for about three months. All of them had shown extraordinaiy 
courage aDd promptitude in rescuing the helpless victims 
the fire and but for their heroic efforts, the death toll would 
have been much higher.

Kumar Shashi Bhimrao PatiJ, aged 4 years and Kumar Gotya 
Bhimrao Path, aged 6 years, who were playing nearby, could 
not keep their balance and fell in the drain, Kumar MohaB 
Dattatraya Kulkarni, aged 12 years, who happened to see the 
incident, instai/uy rushed to the spot and saved both the 
children from drowning. But for his timely help, they would 
have lost their lives. 

Shri Mohan Dattatraya Kulkarni displayed great courage 
and promptitude under circumstances of great danger to Ut 
own life.

The swift current In 
the river made rescue operations very difficult. She kh Gudu- 
WLtyan Sahib Ibrahim jumped into the water voluntarily and 
brought those who were clinging to the pillars to safety. 

Due to the extraordinary daring and skill exhibited by 
Sheikh Gndnmiyan Sahib Jbrahim seven precious lives were 
saved.

On 31st January 1^73 a serious blast occurred at Lachipur 
Colliery in No, 2 Rise Panel of Lower Kajore Seam where 
cLepillaring operations were in progress at a depth of 70 
metros. Although local falls were regularly taking place, the 
main fall did not occur till this air blast, 120 per ons were 
employed in this area. As soon as roof movement was 
noticed the under manager, overman and mining siidar took 
tiaaoly action and started removing persons from th© area. 
Im the course of withdrawal of persons, it was noticed that 
inapite of training given to workmen, they were complacent 
Mid did not act expeditiously. Shri D. P, Panda, Mining 
Sirdar, noticed that the workers were delaying and not taking 
belter promptly after the warning was sounded. He ran in* 
oewaally from one worker to another and virtually forced 
to withdraw from an area spread over a distance of 210 
metre®. 

Shri Dwija Pada Panda had ignored the grave danger to his 
own life and was seriously injured. Duo to his initiative, 
courage and promptitude loss of several lives was averted.

But for the commendable courage and promptitude exhlbi- 
led by Shri Kalyan SengupLa, the girl would have lost her life.
